A VALUABLE WILD BEAST. 


The Gorilla Is Hard to Capture anul 


Always In. Demand. 


"At the present time there is no wild 


animal in such great demand for exhibi- 
tion purposes as the gorilla," said a deal- 
er in all kinds of wild beasts in Kow 
York to the writer the other day. 
"A 


full grown gorilla stands about 4 feet 6 
inches high and is worth from $1,200 to 
$1,500. They sell easily for such prices, 
owing to the fact that they ace rare and 
very diQn-ult to capture. 
Chiefs in the 


interior of Africa have been offered large 
sums if they would succeed in catching 
one of these beasts. Numbers of little 
gorillas have been captured at various 
times, but they have always pined away 
and died in a short time. The chief diffi- 
culty about the capture of the gorilla is 
that he lives in very unhealthy districts, 
where fevers prevail. 


"A white man has to fight the climate 


as well ns the animals. 
In addition to 


the -well known ferocity of the gorilla, ho 
is regarded with a superstitions awe by 
the natives, who have a legend to the ef- 
fect that this terrible beast carries away 
the women to the jungles. They also re- 
gard the gorilla as endowed with super- 
natural powers. Two men sent out last 
rear by*a well known German firm that 
deals in wild beasts perished in the wilds

trict the school is but one of a dozen 
ways in vrhich infection is being spread, 
and it may be far better to keep the 
school open and thus insure the continu- 
ance of that regularity and orderliness of 
life which attendance at school involves 
than by closure to throw all the children 
to play together in the streets or to hud- 
dle together in their homes. 


Jt must always be remembered that the 


part played by schools in spreading infec- 
tion is proportionately greater in the 
country thati in towns, since in the coun- 
try it is practically in the schools alone 
that children from different homes come 
in contact with each other, while in 
towns the schools are only one out of 
many centers from which infection may 
radiate.—Hospital.

The doorknob of 50 years ago was ot 


brass. Then came into use the mineral 
knob, which plenty of people of middle 
age will be able to recall. Mineral knobs 
were made of clays of different colors 
and sometimes of clays of different colors 
mixed, the knobs being baked with a 
glazed surface. A common and familial 
form of the mineral knob was about the 
color of dark mahogany. 
In their day 


mineral knobs were highly esteemed, and 
some of them cost as much as $12 a doz- 
en pairs. Now there are mineral knobs 
that can be bought for 75 cents a dozen 
pairs. Mineral knobs are still used. 


After the mineral the bron/.e Knob 


came into fashion, and after the bronze 
the wooden knob came into more or loss 
extended use. 
The prevailing doorknob 


of today as used in cities is made of 
bronze. 
The first bronze knob put on 


the market cost $7 or $8 a pair. 
Many 


bronze knobs in one form and another 
are now produced Very cheaply, but it 
might easily bo that 
(ino. handsome 


bronze knobs would cot,t from $2.50 to $0 
a pair. 
Moro or less brass knobs aie 


still 
made, 
but 
nowadays mostly in 


bronze designs. 


Doorknobs are now made of iron, and 


they arc slill made in considerable vari- 
ety of shapes and sizes of various kinds 
of wood. 
Thero are also made door- 


knobs of glass. These are now produced 
in greater variety than formerly. 
They 


are made in smooth and iu cut glass, and 
some of them, simple in design as they 
may be, are beautiful. 
Glass doorknobs 


cost up to $4 a pair. 
Rut while door- 


knobs are made and sold in all these va- 
rious materials, yet the prevailing knob 
in city use and the one that would be 
found in one grade and quality or anoth- 
er iu most of the city's dwellings would 
be one of bronze. 


Among the hundreds of varieties in 


which doorknobs are made there may be 
found not only knobs in various conven- 
tional forms, but knobs made in con- 
formity with architectural styles and his- 
torical periods. For all that, doorknobs 
are not infrequently made to order for 
single bouses from designs furnished by 
the architect.—New York Sun.
